7 BOGUS CONTRACTS. 

With regard to the thirteen contracts, 
the plaintiffs called members and mana- 
gers of the firms concerned, . who denied 
that any such contracts had been entered 
into. So conclusive ‘did this evidence: 
‘appeay that towards the end of tho case 
it was not seriously ‘suggested that any, 
-with the exception of three, had not been 
proved: to be bogus, and even in those 
eases there Was enough evidence to justify 
(the conclusion’ that these three contracts 
might be regarded as being in the samo 
category as the other ten.” 

The judgment, a lengthy one, then pro- 
cecded. to. deal with the position of the 
second and third defendants, and outlined 
the nature of the case and the claims which’ 
was one made by a’ principal upon his 
agent and his agent’s sureties. His lord- 
ship-ssid tHat he could haye no doubt from’ 
the evidence of Mr. Morrison and of Mr. 
Peter that the ordinary routino . and 
natural practice of ‘business of tho hank 
necessitated the covering transactions. 
But it was argued for ‘tho defence that 
even if ‘such a practice was customary it 
waa carried out. merely for the convenience 
of the bank-and. was in no senso obliga- 
tory, “He veould: not himself: mdopt such 
a view, as he considered that it was a prac- 
tical corrollary upon an obligation under-
